Late last week the office of the executive dean issued a 
statement which sets a clear course as to policy: in so many 
words it says that the college will uphold the state laws for- 
bidding persons under 21 vears old consuming alcoholic bev- 


erages. This response to Student Council's request appears | 


to be one which is progressive as well as practical. Those 
persons who fall under this law should take especial care to 
observe it, for the continuation of the picnic at an off-campus 
park wil] rmost likely depend on what happens this vear. 

...On the lighter side, The Hornet apologizes—with some 
reservation—that it has discontinued the annual Fun edition, 
which has been published in the past on the day of the picnic. 

The action was made necessary by the increase in di- 
mentions of the page size and the increase in number of 
pages. The Hornet editoria! board also felt that it would not 
be in keeping with the policy of providing full coverage of 
campus activities if one issue were devoted to what has been 
called “fun” in the past. 

Two vears ago a half-tabloid paper was run on red paper 
despite fears that Senator McCarthy would investigate the 
staff. Last vear the outside pages were run half-tab on vellow 
paper but the insicge was full-tab—the same as the current 
edition. Some of the freakish happenings in the “fun” papers 
were stories being run sideways and headlines upside down 
et al. Sometimes growth has its unfortunate circumstances.

Mrs. Stanton reports that an alarming high rate of loss of 
silverware is in evidence as well as an almost complete loss 
of ash trays from the tables.

Jege. It’s run by the Hornet foundation, a group of professors 
and friends of the college. And it is designed to be a non- 
profit business, Eventually, when the depts are paid off, the 
cafeteria and bookstore will be taken over by the Associated 
Students and perhaps run like a real co-op. 

Zut if thievery such as is being practiced now continues, 
jt will be just that much longer before the ASSSC takes con- 
trol. It should be the goal of students to see that people in 
the cafeteria do not absent mindedly walk off with any more 
silver.
